The rep o rt gav e the 
co ntents o f the water, and stated 
that it smelled earthy . 
Mr. Smith feared the water might 
no t be p u re becau se o f the sed iment 
in it. 
He no ticed that it was milky 
and that there were d ark p articles 
settled in the bo tto m o f 
the 
glass 
after the water sto o d a while. 
He 
to o k a samp le o f the water and asked 
that Dr. Lo gan sent it in fo r an ex ­ 
aminatio n. 
Many p eo p le hav e feared that the 
water co ming fro m the well in Jo nes 
p astu re was co ntaminated by 
the 
flo o d . 
An ex aminatio n o f the water 
after the flo o d resu lted in the state 
au tho rities find ing it to be p u re. Fo l­ 
lo wing that it is rep o rted that so me 
straws and o ther p articles ap p eared 
in the water. 
No w the water has a 
bad o d o r and taste, esp ecially 
that 
which p eo p le in the lo wer p art o f the 
city u se. 
This, it is d eclared , is d u e 
to gas which is escap ing 
into 
the 
well that is ru nning. It is p ro mised 
that the gas well will be p lu gged u p . 


It became kno wn to d ay that A. T.

Since we are all agreed, let’s hav e 
the inv estigation. 
Ev ery member of 
the cou ncil today said that he fav or­ 
ed a 
pu blic 
inv estigation by the

of last Su nday 
morning when either neglect or in­ 
competency cau sed a heav y fire loss. 
“I believ e the blame 
shou ld be 
placed where 
it 
belongs,” 
replied 
Cou ncilman Ed Kelley in reply to the 
q u estion, and that seems to be the 
sentiment of the pu blic generally . 
In the light 
of the 
many 
and 
startling dev elopments of 
the 
fiv e 
day s since the fire, these facts stand 
ou t prominently : 
That Su perintendent Frank Brown 
was at the plant and did not tu rn on 
the 
fire 
f>re*su re 
becau se May or 
Black had t<*ld him that the fire en­ 
gines wou ld take care of all fires, 
that he didn't know whether it was a 
woodshed <»r a bu siness block bu rn­ 
ing dmv .i ev en thou gh there were two 
a l a r m s from the central fire station, 
that he didn't know any attempt had 
been made to prime the water pu mp. 
That Engineer Henry Joy ce first 
said that the pu mps wou ld not lift 
the water from the 
reserv oir 
and 
force it into the mains better than 
twenty pou nds which he had Su nday 
morning, that he later said he cou ld 
not prime the engine as an 
ex cu se 
for not hav ing fire pressu re on. 
That the pu mps will lift the water 
from the reserv oir ev en if there isonly 
three or fou r feet, that if one pu mp 
is ou t of prime it can be primed with 
the other pu mp by creating a v acu m 
with the second ptimp and 
Starting 
water 
ru nning 
throu gh 
the 
first 
pu mp. 
That May or Black ordered Engi­ 
neer Stewart Beale to remain at the 
fire station so as to operate the fire 
engines in case of 
an 
emergency , 
gav e the same orders to Su perinten­ 
dent Frank Brown, bu t did not notify 
the assistant chief of the fire de­ 
partment that the engines were to be 
depended on in case of fire. 
That the fire 
company 
attached 
hose to the fire hy drant, believ ing 
ev idently the fire pressu re wou ld be 
on, later set the engine ov er the cis­ 
tern at the corner 
of 
Main 
and 
Second streets which was 
pu mped 
dry in fou r minu tes, that the assist­ 
ant fire chief did not do the nex t best 
thing 
and 
div ert the water from

Mulhall Forgery. 


It has been su spected that some of 
the letters 
of 
Col. M. M. Mu lhall 
which were alleged to be written on 
certain 
dates were 
forgeries. 
He 
talks of su bjects of that date in a 
v agu e way and in many instances 
his rank mistakes hav e been pointed 
ou t by persons whom he accu sed and 
others. 
One of his letters introdu ced the 
other day stated that he had helped 
defeat Tom Johnson for may or of 
Clev eland in 19 07 . 
The letter was 
pu rported to hav e been written on 
a date shortly 
after the election. 
Certainly if }\e had written that let­ 
ter on the date mentioned and he 
had ex pected the person to whom it 
was written to believ e it, he wou ld 
hav e stated the 
tru th. 
The facts 
were that Tom 
Johnson 
was re­ 
elected may or of Clev eland in 19 07 . 
The 
Indianapolis Star 
attempts 
to ex tract.some comfort 
from the 
Mu lhall “ex pose” tor Senator Bev ­ 
eridge. 
It q u ote s the “Colonel’’ 
as 
writing u nder date of May 6 , 19 08 : 
“Senator 
Bev eridge 
(progressiv e) 
persists- in his championship of the 
inju nction bill fav ored by President 
Roosev elt 
and also the child lalx ir 
bill.’’ 
Mu lhall is fu rther q u oted as 
declaring that when this was re­ 
ported to Senator Hemenway he re­ 
marked that Senator Bev eridge was 
“talking throu gh his hat,” etc. 
The word 
“progressiv e” 
as de­ 
scribing an insu rgent did not come 
into v ogu e u ntil fu lly a y ear after 
the date 
of the “Colonel’s alleged 
letter to President Van 
Cleav e, of 
the National Manu factu rers’ Asso­ 
ciation. 
Jt is ev ident 
that in the 
preparation of UU pre-dated corre­ 
spondence the “Colonel” has been a 
little careless. 
His parenthetic de­ 
scription of Senator Bev eridge as a 
“progressiv e” in May , 
19 08 , indi­ 
cates that Mu lhall is a forger as well 
as a falsifier. 
In thé light of these rev elations, 
we were wondering if he really wrote 
on the dates specified all of the let­ 
ters abou t James E. Watson and oth­ 
er pu blic men 
that he wou ld hav e 
credited to himself. 
He seems to 
hav e a special gru dge 
against Mr. 
Watson. 
He apparently 
attempted 
to implicate him in all sorts of deals. 
He told in a letter of W atson.“fix ­ 
ing” the ju diciary committee of the 
Hou se and how it was done. 
The 
Congressional Record disprov ed ev ­ 
ery word of the letter. 
Mu lhall stated 
u nder oath that 
James E. Watson accepted pay for 
his serv ices to the 
manu factu rers 
before leav ing the 
Hou se. 
When 
James E. Watson said he intended to 
bring criminal action charging per­ 
ju ry against Mu lhall. the “Colonel” 
v ery promptly retracted ev ery word. 
Su rely a man who wou ld stoop to 
su ch tactics wou ld not 
hesitate to 
forge 
letters if he 
thou ght they 
wou ld serv e his v ile pu rposes. How 
are we to know if any of these let­ 
ters were written on the dates speci­ 
fied and if any of tlie things he men­ 
tioned ev er transpired.

elev en-thirty o’clock 
this 
orning fire broke ou t in the rear of 
the Blu m meat market, on Central 
av enu e, say s the Connersv ille News. 
The Central Fire Department 
was 
called by telephone and 
made 
a 
record ru n to the scene. 
The 
firemen 
fou nd 
the 
flames 
shooting v iciou sly from the roofs of 
the 
meat 
market 
and the 
Ideal 
candy store, bu t they soon had sev ­ 
eral lines of hose play ing 
on 
the 
blaze. 
Fire Chief Barnes instru cted 
some of his men to take 
chemicals 
and fight the fire from 
the 
inside, 
which they did with ex cellent resu lts. 
North Central av enu e was the scene 
of great ex citement. Citizens by the 
score assisted the firemen. 
• 
The flames cau ght in the 
stage 
work of the Ly ric Theater, bu t the 
manager and others soon 
had 
all 
mov able fix tu res ou t 
of 
the 
play 
hou se. 
The 
Mettel 
liv ery 
stable, 
which is located across the alley was 
filled with smoke and men prepared 
to tu rn the horses loose in the ev ent 
of flames spreading to the bu ilding. 
When the Central Department ar­ 
riv ed the fire had gained *u ch head­ 
way Fire Chief Barnes 
deemed 
it 
best to call the other station. 
This 
department arriv ed in good time and 
the men rendered v alu able assistance 
in conq u ering the flames. 
The fire­ 
men fou ght the fire from all sides. 
Those who were stationed u pstairs in 
the Blu m liv ing apartments were al­ 
most su ffocated by smoke. 
The rear end of the meat market 
and the kitchen abov e su ffered the 
worst damage. 
A stairway leading 
u p from the alley was destroy ed and 
the pl&£ e glass doors 
and 
windows 
ru ined. The front rooms of the Blu m 
liv ing apartment were not damaged 
sav e by smoke and water. 
The C*hrismer Hotel escaped with 
slight damage. 
The Vigran depart­ 
ment store was smoked badly on the 
second floor, bu t the flames did no 
seriou s damage. 
The Central State 
bank receiv ed no damage at all, nor 
did the Vau dette Theatre. 
Chief Barnes states the fire origin­ 
ated in a smoke hou se in the rear of 
the meat market. 
Mr. Blu m had been smoking meat 
this morning and only a few moments 
before had v isited the smoke room, 
finding it in safe condition. 
A girl 
employ ed at the Blu m home was the 
first to discov er the fire. 
She was 
working in the kitchen and su ddenly 
noticed the room filling with smoke. 
She fou ght her way downstairs and 
gav e the alarm. 
Chief Barnes estimated the dam­ 
age to the Blu m bu ilding at abou t 
one 
thou sand 
dollars; 
the 
Ly ric 
theatre and hotel 
abov e 
at 
abou t 
fiv e hu ndred, and the damage to the 
roof of the Ideal candy 
store 
at 
fifty 
dollars.

Flat heels hav e grown so popu lar 
that shoe men believ e 'it marks the 
passing of high 
heels. 
Scientists 
and doctors hav e for 
y ears 
been 
plu gging away against the 
French 
and Cu ban heel in footwear with war­ 
nings to women especially that high 
heels hav e a tendency to shorten life. 
It is a terribly long technical argu ­ 
ment that these men giv e why the 
high heel is an enemy to good health. 
Shoe men giv e it in more u nderstan­ 
dable English. 
Elev ation of the heel throws 
the 
entire mechanism of the foot ou t of 
kilter. 
Like throwing a line 
shaft 
ou t of plu mb, it twists and produ ces 
friction. 
Friction in the foot means 
the displacement of moral articu la­ 
tion of the meta-tarsu s and tarsu s 
bones with the fu llangial and achilles 
bones. 
In the shoe man’s English he wou ld 
say that it displaces the bones that 
form the arch of the foot from their 
perfect and normal contact with the' 
heel bones and bones of the toes. 
In this displacement it weakens the 
arch of the foot. You ng persons do 
not find the effect of this so mu ch as 
older persons. 
Shoe men say that 
more persons change from high heels 
in middle life than at any other time. 
The proprietor of a loal shoe store 
giv es some idea of 
the 
trend 
of 
changing opinion that has come since 
the adv ent of the low heel and heel- 
less shoes. 
“Articu lation of the bones of the 
arch of the foot, changes position as 
the heel is raised or lowered. 
To 
continu e to wear the low heel will 
eaiwe the foot to become adapted to 
what . i,ts normal position shou ld be. 
Then the higher heel is ou t of 
the 
q u estion.’’ 
To u se low heels for long will make 
almost any man or woman giv e u p 
the wearing of high heels. 
The foot becoming adapted t# its 
normal position it will cau se a strain 


on the foot mu scles which will pro­ 
du ce a lameness not easily ov ercome, 
to go back to high heels. 
“More women are u sing the 
low 
heel today than ev er before,” say s 
another man. 
“It is 
impossible to 
tell what the most popu lar heel will 
be this fall for they will range from 
the spring heel, a shoe withou t a heel 
in fact, to the ex treme high French 
heels. 
Some heels will be worn this 
fall that will be higher than any thing 
else the shoemen ev er hav e handled. 
And on the other side heels, will also 
be lower than ev er before. 
“Old people do not as a ru le wear 
high heels. 
It 
becomes 
impossible 
after the av erage person reaches 30 
y ears, to wear high heels. 
The arch 
of the foot has been so weakened by 
the strain from high heels that 
at 
this period in life it becomes neces­ 
sary to reliev e that 
strain. 
Low 
heels are the resu lt and 
the 
only 
remedy .” 
Men and women between 25 and 30 
y ears old are more addicted to high 
beels than persons in other periods 
of life. You ng persons as a ru le say 
shoemen do not affect high heels so 
mu ch now as they did in y ears past. 
Edu cation in the last y ear to the 
pleasu re in wearing low heels 
has 
cau sed a falling off in the demand 
for ev en the inch high heel. 
The low 
heel 
becoming popu lar 
with the y ou nger generations today , 
will become a stock factor of ev ery 
shoe store of the fu tu re. The y ou ng 
people will find it difficu lt to 
wear 
high heels, to do 
so 
withou t pain 
and fatigu e inv olv es a long period of 
su ffering to make the 
foot 
accu s­ 
tomed to the elev ation after wearing 
low heels for any length of time. It 
is on tlfese observ ations that shoemen 
base their 
belief 
that 
while 
the 
French heel will alway s be a certain 
demand, its period of reign and pow­ 
er ov er the taste of y ou ng people 
and society and its influ ence on shoe 
bu siness will hav e been broken.

Wash ington, Ju ly 24.—Th e nav y de­ 
p artm ent h as instru cted Rear Admiral 
Cowles, commanding th e squ adron on 
th e w’est coast of Mex ico, to do wh at 
h e cou ld for th e rescu e of Th omas 
Hines, assistant su p erintendent of th e 
Mex ican lines of th e Sou th ern Pacific. 
Hines is rep orted as being h eld for 
ransom by rebels near Gu ay amas. 


MAKING UP LIST OF 
BINGHAMTON DEAD 


BESI EGED BY BANDI T HORDE 


Siily- Five Girls Lost Lives In 
Fastory Fire. 


Bingh amton, N. Y., Ju ly 24.—Th e 
list of p ossible dead wras increased to 
six ty -fiv e after sev eral estim ates h ad 
been made as to th e nu m ber of liv es 
lost in th e fire th at flattened th e Bing­ 
h amton Cloth ing comp any ’s p la n t 
Of th is nu m ber only fiv e h av e been 
p ositiv ely identified. 
Th e rem ainder 
of th e bodies were so ch arred and 
maimed th at recognition was ou t of 
th e qu estion. 
Earrings were fou nd in 
th e ears of one corp se, and by th em 
Mrs. Mary Pry or, forewoman of th e 
fou rth floor, wp is identified. 
One arm j 
was p icked u p detach ed from a body . 
On th e little finger was a small dia­ 
mond ring th at will identify it. 
Two 
bodies, or rath er th e tru nks of th em, | 
were fou nd on wh ich were p u rses. Th e 
finding of th ese p u rses clearly p rov ed, 
wh at sev eral of th e su rv iv ors h av e tes­ 
tified, th at a great many of th e girls 
wh o h ad been working on th e fou rth 
floor stop p ed on th e th ird to v isit th e 
locker room and obtain th eir street 
cloth es and v alu ables. 
Th e loss of a 
few m inu tes cau sed by th eir stop re­ 
su lted in th eir death . 
Th e girls wh o 
descended at once to th e street got 
th ere in safety and in p lenty of time. 
Bu t th ey h ad not been in th e op en 
more th an two minu tes wh en th e blare 
h ad swe'p t like a gu st of stormy wind 
into th e second floor and sp read from 
end to end and wall to wall. 
Wh en 
th ose Wh o h ad gone to th e dressing 
room emerged at th e h ead of th e stair­ 
case th ey came face to face with a 
blanketing mass of flame th at made 
descent imp ossible. 
Panic stricken, 
th ey dash ed h ack to th e fou rth floor. 
A few h u ddled onto th e one fire-escap e 
at th e rear, bu t were p rev ented from 
descending by th e bu rsting of long 
tongu es of fire from lower windows. 
Ev en before th ese cou ld retreat into 
th e bu ilding th ey were scorch ed and 
fell, blocking th e escai>e. 
Th ose left 
inside went to th e windows at th e 
front of th e big mach ine room, h u t 
th ere was no esoane at th at p oint. 
It 
was at th is moment th at sev eral eith er 
h u rled th emselv es into sp ace or were 
p u sh ed by eager ones beh ind. 
A few 
moments later th e roof fell in; th e 
rth floor th en crash ed th rou gh th e 
th ird, and an instant later side walls 
bellied ou t in th e middle and th e top s 
cav ed in to th e center of th e bu ilding.

Final Swo o p of Mexican Bandits. 


El Paso, Tex ., Ju ly 24.—Gath ered in 
th e h otel and commissary at Madera, 
Ch ih u ah u a, with th e p owerfu l search ­ 
ligh t p lay ing ov er th e su rrou nding 
cou ntry at nigh t, th e rains p ou ring 
down incessantly , th e men walking 
p icket du ty ou tside of th e bu ildings, 
listening to th e bark of th e bandits’ 
rifles, a little grou p 
of 
terrorized 
Americans wait th e coming of th e 
Mex ican bandits wh o ride arou nd th e 
town like wolv es waiting for a ch ance 
to sp ring a t th e th roats of th e h ated 
“Gringoes.” . 
Th is p ictu re of a condition wh ich 
reads like th e story of an Indian at­ 
tack in th e old west, was brou gh t to 
th e border by an American cou rier, 
wh o reach ed h ere after flou ndering 
fou rteen day s in th e mu d and rain in 
an old h ack wh ich h e commandeered 
in a des]>erate effort to reach Ameri­ 
can soil and giv e th e warning th at th e 
Americans in M adera were in th e dir­ 
est distress. 
In addition to th e mental angu ish of 
awaiting an attack from th e bandits, 
wh o know and giv e no qu arter, th e 
Americans h av e alm ost ex h au sted th e 
food wh ich th ey h ad cach ed in th e 
commissariat. 
Mex icans wh o are liv ­ 
ing in th e nativ e qu arter of th e town 
are starv ing and th e su ffering is in­ 
tense. 
Th e torrential rains h av e ad­ 
ded to th e discomfort of th e besieged 
and th ere Is mu ch sickness in th is 
qu arter. 
Th e cou rier’s first statem ent u p on 
arriv ing in El Paso was th at if h e h ad 
any of h is own women in M adera h e 
wou ld get th em ou t if it cost h is life. 
Th e dread of w h at th ey cou ld ex p ect 
If th e bandits arriv ed in th e town was 
teirorizing th e Americans, esp ecially 
th e women, of wh om th ere are ten in 
th e camp . Th e cou rier knowrs noth ing 
of wh at may h av e h ap p ened since h e 
left. 
He said th a t th e bandits were 
riding arou nd th e lu mber town in 
grou p s of from tw enty to th irty , firing 
th eir rifles in th e air to fu rth er frigh ten 
th e women and ch ildren, and were 
only awaiting a fav orable op p ortu nity 
to dash into th e tow n and assau lt th e 
two h ou ses wh ich h av e been barricad­ 
ed by th e Americans and beh ind wh ich 
th ey crou ch with th eir rifles ready to 
defend th eir families. 
Th e boiler at th e Madera p owfer 
p lant is kep t steamed u p nigh t and 
day so th e besieged may h av e ligh ts 
for th e two h ou ses, and also keep th e 
giant search ligh t th rowing its p rotect­ 
ing sh aft of ligh t into th e nigh t. 
Th is 
search ligh t is on a 125-foot tower, and 
th e men take tu rns op erating it in a 
circle arou nd th e tow^er to p rev ent th e 
bandits from sneaking u p u nder cov er 
of darkness. 
Th e food su p p ly is down to a little 
flou r, a few beans and w h atev er can be 
obtained by dash ing ou t in th e day time 
to th e gardens. 
Salt, su gar, coffee, 
corn and canned goods are ex h au sted. 
Abandoning h is attack on Ju arez, 
PaiM'h o Villa h as started to Madera to 
p rotect th e American liv es and p rop ­ 
erty th ere, with an idea of gaining fa­ 
v or with th e American gov ernm ent by 
offering th e p rotection wh ich th e fed­ 
eral gov ernment refu sed. 
Th is infor­ 
mation was receiv ed by HJex icans of 
th e rebel ju nta h ere, and Villa is said 
to be mov ing h is main colu mn back to 
Madera at once.
